Little Elizabeth Hilleary is Now 


Receiving Treatment 


Fund Quickly Raised and Special Concessions Grant- 


ed by the Institute and Railroad-Child Bitten by 


a Had Dog Taken to Chicago Tuesday Night. 


Little Elizabeth UiUeary. tl>c child 


who V>UK bitten ny a mad dog Tues- 
day moiPing while on her 
\v.iy to 


school in East Newark, is now in Chi- 
cago receiving treatment at the Pas- 
teur Institute, thanks to a number of 
kind hearted people oi Newark. 


Being placed in the hands of 
the 


doctors at the institute within twenty- 
four hours after the mad dog's attack, 
there is every reason to believe that 
the treatment will prove effective and 
that the little girl's life will lie ppared. 


When The Advocate learned of the 


case Tuesday afternoon Dr. Downs, 
the attending physician, was called l.y 
telephone The doctor stated positive- 
ly that the dog which attacked 
the 


child had rabies and Mr. G. "W. Rector, 
the man who shot the animal, also 
stated that the dog was frothing at the 
mouth and acting in a very peculiar 
manner when he shot him. 


From the doctor and others, the fact 


was developed thit the little eleven- 
year-old girl's father, Maurice Hil- 
leary, of Maiden street, was a laborer 
at the Pratt & Montgomery mill, 
where lie earned $1.35 a day. Mr. Hil- 
leary, though a steady, industrious 
man, has a wife and five children to 
support and he has been obliged, ow- 
ing to ill heal tli. to lose considerable 
time recently. It was evident that he 
was unable to send his child to Chi- 
cago, and it seemed certain that the 
little girl's life could not he saved un- 
less she had the benefit of treatment 
at the Chicaso Institute. 


The Advocate telephoned to a few of 


the prominent men of the city and 
proposed to join in subscribing enough 
rooney to give the patient the benefit 
of the Pasteur cure, and within twen- 
ty minutes $130 had been subscribed.

always 


makes a concession in cases of this 
kind, and shortly before tba father 
r-nd daughter started for Chicago this 
message came: "Will trea£ patient 
for fifty dolKfrs.

$12.55 railroad fare, there will be 
transfer charge? in Chicago and board 
and lodging for Mr. Hillpp.ry and 
daughter. 
The father will remain 


only a day or two, but the little sirl 
•will probably have to stay in Chicago 
three weeks, at the end of -which time 
she will be sent ho-nc by the manager 
of the Institute. At this «TO«» the •Tr- 
act expense of the trip and treatment 
can not be slated, but it will be less 
than the total amount subscribed. As 
soon as the exact sam is known The 
Advocate will apportion the amount 
and pay its share of the expense.
